States and Canada, Join in Hunt 
for Missing Aviators 


NO TRACE OF THEM FOUND 


Orders go to Practically All Ship­ 


ping to be on Lookout for Nung- 
esser and Coli

The governments of 
Franco, tho 
1'mted States and Canada and 
a 


host of private enterprises 
joined 
today in search for Captains Charles 
Nungesser and Francois Coli, m iss­ 
ing Paris-to-New York aviators, hut 
the search was i nut less. 
From no source was there any a u ­ 
thentic information of 
as much as 
•i trace of tlie fliers. They have 
not 
been heard from since not long a lte r 
they left Paris Sunday morning. 
Coast guard and 
other 
ships 
searched flu* New England coast to ­ 
day. Ships at 
sea 
maintained 
a 
watch along the steam er lanes. Or­ 
ders went to practically all shipping 
to be on the lookout. 1 he 
( anadian 
.rovernment directed all 
lighthouse 
keepers, coast guard stations, wiie- 
less stations and tin* fishery patrol 
to assist in the search. On the other 
side of tbe water the French govern­ 
ment made plans to take up the hunt 
and a t t lie same time there was 
a 
great uproar over the false reports 
printed in P aris that the 
aviators 
had arrived yesterday. 
W eather conditions were reported 
better in tbe northeastern 
Atlantic 
and in the Nova Scotia and 
New­ 
foundland and region today, but still 
bad along tin- New England eoast.

Kills 


100 Persons— Business Section 
Almost Demolished 


The natural charm of R otary lies 
in the fact th a t it reduces men

Snyder, 
convicted last night of first degree 
murder for which the sentence 
is 
death, was suffering two 
nervous 
seizures which physicians said have 
a strong resemblance to epilepsy. 
Both occurred 
since 
the 
jury 
brought in the verdict which 
de­ 
manded tin* life of herself and 
of 
1 lenry Judd Gray. 
As a result, there appeared a new 
possibility th at Mrs. Snyder’s exe­ 
cution might he delayed 
or 
even 
that she might he sent to an asylum 
rath er than to the electric chair. 
The law will not permit execution 
of an insane person and should the 
seizures she has undergone prove to 
he epilepsy, it is possible th at 
she 
might be adjudged insane. 
Should 
she recover a t any time, 
however, 
the death penalty then could be ex­ 
acted. 
Mrs. Snyder, who suffered an epi­ 
leptic-like seizure in 
the 
Queens 
fount v jail became hysterical and 
tainted in her cell at 8 a. m., today. 
An ambulance surgeon had to 
work 
over her for half an hour to revive 
her. 
After a ju ry 
at » 
o’clock 
last 
night found Mrs. Snyder and 
Gray 
guilty, the suburban housewife col­ 
lapsed in her cell, became hysterical 
and was in an epileptic 
condition 
when examined by two doctors. 
Opiates were administered 
and 
Mrs. Snyder slept fitfully. 
Three 
m atrons and two keepers were a s ­ 
signed to guard her during the night. 
Judd Gray, the corset 
salesman 
adjudged equally guilty of the slav­ 
ing of Albert Snyder, seemed to a c ­ 
cept his fate. When he first reached 
his cell a fte r being 
led from 
the 
court room where he had heard the 
verdict he sank to his cot and wept 
silently. Then 
he looked up. 
“ T guess only God Almighty can 
help me now ,” he told a jail atte n d ­ 
ant. 
The two slayers will go to 
court 
next M onday at 10 a. m., to 
hear 
supreme court justice Seudder pro­ 
nounce the 
sentence 
of 
death. 
Shortly thereafter appeals 
will 
he 
taken from the conviction 
of 
both 
defendants. 
Months may elapse before the fo r­ 
feit of two lives for one is exacted 
by the state. 
It was one hour and 42 minutes 
a fte r the jury had retired to delib­ 
erate that the frightened, 
gulping 
foreman, William E. Young, arose 
to say : 
“ We, the jury, find the 
defend­ 
ants, Ruth May Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray, guilty of m urder in the 
first degree.” 
Mrs. Snyder crumpled. Her head 
sank on the counsel table and 
she 
cried.

Gray was stoical. Not once did he 
wince.

Cyclonic winds in the southwest 
and middlewest since Sunday m orn, 
ing have more than 
doubled 
the 
death toll accountable to storm s e a r­ 
lier this spring. 
Approximatly 
228 persons 
are 
known dead in Texas, Kansas, Mis­ 
souri, A rkansas and Illinois. S c a t­ 
tering deaths and injuries were re­ 
ported in other mid western states. 
The most serious single twister hit 
P oplar Bluff, Mo., late 
yesterday, 
killing 199 persons and 
injuring 
250. The business section of 
the 
town, which has a popuation of 10,- 
000, was almost demolished. 
Relief work was underw ay there 
today. The area was to be taken ov­ 
er by national guardsmen. 
A rkansas, hit by tornadoes earlier 
in the year and later by Hoods which 
did more damage than in any 
other 
state except Louisiana and possibly 
Mississippi was struck by another 
series o f twisters. 
Seventy-eight 
are known dead in tin* state in yes­ 
terday’s storms. 
Eldorado, Ark., reported 
today 
that 17 lost their lives there 
last 
night and m any were injured. 
Texas storm s which struck Sun­ 
day night are credited with 
killing 
57 persons. 
There were eight deaths in Chi­ 
cago and surrounding towns. South­ 
ern Illinois was also hit. 
Property damage will amount 
to 
millions of dollars. Damage at Pop. 
lar Bluff alone was estimated as high 
as $5,000,000. 
Altogether, some 500 persons have 
lost their lives 
in tornadoes 
this 
spring— the heaviest death toll from 
that source in many years.

September, 1852, was immersed 
by ( ieorge Th omas, the elder of the 
church. In this connection let me add 
that George Thomas was a native ol 
Lewis County, Ky., horn there N o­ 
vember, 1805, coming to Rudi e«»uri- 
t\ i nt er with hi- lather, Daniel Tho­ 
mas, who in 1832, settled 
in Rush 
Countv. George and Lydia (Walker) 
Thomas were the 
parents 
oi 
live 
children viz: William W., George W 
John 
Q., 
Daniel L., and Alary AL, 
who became tin* wit«* of William Al. 


A l e x a n d e r (deceased) in 1801. 
In 1800-01 George Thomas repre­ 
sented Rush County in the

Sixty Bodies Recovered 
Poplar Bluff, Mo., May 10—(U.R)— 
Sixty bodies had been 
recovered 
from the tornado-twisted downtown 
sections of Poplar Bluff and E ast 
Poplar Bluff today, and authorities 
in charge of rescue work estimated 
the total death toll at 100. 
Only 21 of the dead had been iden­ 
tified up to a late morning hour, and 
long lines of relatives and friends 
were passing 
through 
makeshift 
morgues where the unidentified bod­ 
ies rested. Many of the bodies were 
mangled alyiost beyond recognition. 
It was estimated that 250 persons 
were injured, some seriously, 
all 
badly neough to 
require 
medical 
attention. 
School buildings

tfere serving as temporary hospitals. 
Only the «Lucy Lee hospital was left 
standing bv the tornado. 


Death List Mounts

part of the state, the winds moved

It was estimated this 
morning that nearly 100 persons lost 
their lives in a dozen small

Eldorado was the last town to re­ 
port disaster. Seventeen were

ported to have lost their lives near 
there last night.

voice and possessed of musical tal- 
ents, he cultivated those gifts, which 
were of so much value to him later 
on. 


Some time before the period, of 


which we write, the "Reformation" 
or as more •commonly known "Camp- 
bellism" had 
made 
considerable 


progress, through the preaching 
of 


Elder Thompson at Little Flat Ro.ck 
and at other places in Rush county, 
assisted and followed by Franklin, 
Pritchard, Smith and 'George Camp- 
bell (Father of our George.) Camp- 
bell came to Rush county in 1834 
and organized the 
first 
Christian 


Sunday school in Rushville. He la- 
ter founded an Academy at Farm- 
ington, was principal for three years 
and preached three years at Faiv- 
vicw. The new religion occasioned 
many discussions and large crowds 
attended to hear the 'able ^rcafhers 
of the day—among them' Shaw. He 
began attendance 
at 
Flat 
Rock 


Church (riot Little Flat Rock( and 
saw more clearly 
the 
scriptural 


views. One night after listening to 
a sermon by Rev. Galiricl McDufnV, 
and an exhortation by Elder Camp- 
bell, he publicly confessed his faith 


in Jesus Christ and on the 13th -day 
of September, 1852, was immersed 
by George Thomas, the elder of the 
church. In this connection let me add 
that George Thomas was a native of 
Lewis County, Ivy., born there No- 
veiiiucr, 1805, coming to Rush coun- 
ty later with his father, Daniel Tho- 
mas, who in 1832, settled in Rush 
County. George and Lydia (Walker) 
Thomas were: the parents of five 
children viz:.William W., George W., 
John Q., Daniel L., and Mary M., 
who became the wife of William M. 
Alexander (deceased) in 18(51. 


In 1860-01 George Thomas repre- 


sented Rush County in the General 
Assembly and also took an active 
part in the organization of the 52nd 
Regiment. He was an elder 
in the 


Christian church and in early days 
his residence was 
known 
as the 


•'Preacher's Home"' as it was the 
usual stopping place of circuit ri- 
ders and preachers. He died October 
30, 1863. Of all his children George 
W., alone survives—83 years of age 
July 15, 1927. 


Many predicted that Shaw would 


soon be back in the ball room fid- 
dling and that the attentions of Un- 
cle Gabriel McDiillic 
were 
being 


wasted. 


This of voursc reached 
Shaw's 


cars but only served 
to strengthen 


his firm resolve and cause hiiu 
to 


more carefully and faithfully follow 
the light of Scripture, which led him 
aright. 


His lack of education now wor- 


ried him, but he began at once 
to 


remedy the defect, 
all the 
while 


having the 
burden 
of supporting 


the'family. Two years of study and 
toil passed away and we find 
him 


working as a farm hand for George 
R. Finley. While so employed 
he 


formed a high regard for Finlcy's 
daughter, Martha, which we arc told 
was reciprocated. But it was to end 
as the old, old story, fur on Jan- 
uary llth, 1855, they were married. 
He was then not yet 
twenty-one, 


but cheerful and hopeful, with little 
of earthly wealth—his capital, 
a 


stout heart and willing hands, help- 
ed and blessed by his young wife, 
lie faced the world. 


At this time Shaw was tall, angu- 


lar and awkward but 
kindhearted 


good tempered and industrious. He 
changed little in after life as many, 
yet living will remember. He was a 
powerful speaker and singer and 
while no nightingale, was attractive 
and entertaining. 
Four years of 


married life, passed—one 
in Mis- 


souri and two children—a boy and 
girl—biassed their house. The urge 
to preach, as well as practice his 
religion, grew stronger and on the 
third Sunay in October, 1858, he 
was called on to talk by those, who 
had gathered for worship and though 
much cmbarrased he delivered his 
trial sermon, 'which judged by 
a

the world to his porter, and that's 
what Mr. Coolidge is to Williams. 


On the other hand, Williams Is 


just about the world's greatest 
porter else he wouldn't have been 
assigned to serve the president on 
every trip since he was just a vice 
president. Between 
presidential 


trips Williams works on private 
cars for millionaires. 


Easy to Wait On 


"One of the easiest men to wait 


on you ever saw," says Williams 
ot President Coolidge. "You can 
tell when he's pleased when he 
doesn't say anything. Never says 
a word except he'll tell you when 
he wants'anything. 


"He don't want no airs. He 


don't want no unnecessaries like a 
lot of people. If he wants any- 
thing he wants that, but "he never 
puts on any airs." 


Williams also recommends J. P. 


Morgan, John D. Rockefeller and 
W. L. Mellon, whom he has also 
served. Not that the bigger they 
come the nicer they are, for Wil- 
liams finds some of the wealthiest 
to be the meanest. 


"Only time I ever heard him 


complain was when the car was 
too warm," Williams said, getting 
back to Coolidge. "He never calls 


for anything at night except twc 
years ago when he asked to open 
a ventilator. Yes sir, when that 
man goes to bed he's gone!

a running and Jumping and mak- 
ing all kinds of Inss over >m 
Most Mr. Coolidge wants is a glass 
of water, or me to get his,valet 
or for a mean, because he always 
writes Ms order before he goes 
to the dining car." • .

that Williams Is gossipy: He told 
all this in answer to questions 
after being assured that it was an 
right with his superiors.

ments and ways. I never seen her 
in my life without a smile on her 
face.
